DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 2 have been canceled. Therefore, claims 1 and 3-7 are currently pending 
in this Application. 

Reasons For Allowance 

Claims 1-8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 
034 954. Applicants' amendment and argument filed on October 16, 2006 was 
sufficient to overcome the103 rejection. Applicants amended claim 1 , to include the 
limitation of claim 2. The process in claim 1 , now recites that HCI is formed during the 
reaction and it is removed using a combination of physical methods and a sub- 
stoichiometric amount of base. None of the published methods anticipated, or rendered 
obvious, the claimed process as currently amended. Therefore, claims 1 and 3-8 are 
allowable.
